The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon reconsideration 
of Applicants' arguments, filed July 06, 2009, the Examiner agrees that the Hirao '912 reference 
in combination with the Dockner '865 reference does not teach or discloses "the operation of the 
rectification column in a (meth)acrylic acid production scheme where the solvent/(meth)acrylic 
acid is feed at the top and which is operated without reflux and without the feed of an external 
inert gas." Thus, the previous rejection of claims 2-23 under 35 USC 103(a) is withdrawn by the 
Examiner.
